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TWENTY-FIRST ANNUAL REPORT 



Golden Gate Kindergarten Association. 



Another year of earnest endeavor and ceaseless activ- 
ity is ended, and again the Golden Gate Kindergarten 
Association renders an account of its stewardship. 

The year was uneventful in the history of the kin- 
dergartens; 1,753 children were enrolled in the classes, 
taxing to the utmost the seating capacity of the kin- 
dergartens. During the months of November, Decem- 
ber and January the usual epidemic of colds, measles, 
whooping cough and scarlet fever prevailed, but the 
official reports of the year compare favorably with those 
of the past. 

In March, the Produce Exchange Kindergarten was 
removed from 221 Ninth street to a new and sunny 
building on the corner of 18th and Hartford streets. 
There is now grouped a busy, happy band of children 
under public school age. The generous contribution of 
the Produce Exchange, received in July, guarantees to 
this school a year of usefulness and progress. 

The outings of the children have been made possible 
and pleasant by the uniform kindness and courtesy of 
the citizens of San Francisco. Rich and poor alike 
<;heerfully aid the Association when the happiness and 
safety of the little folk are in question. The railroads 
are especially generous in furnishing free transportation 
when needed. For this and all favors the Association 
tenders its sincere and grateful thanks, thoroughly 
appreciating this continuance in well doing on the part 
of its friends. 
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The Christmas festivities were greatlyenjoyed. They 
consisted of songs and games sung and played around a 
gaily trimmed tree, the distribution of a few simple gifts, 
and the serving of a light luncheon. 

It was touching to see, seated on the floor, the pretty, 
well-behaved band of children, and to note their good 
behavior was not dependent upon school discipline, but 
was the spontaneous expression of happy, contented 
childhood. 

The Secretary reports a long list of letters received 
during the twelve months. Many are from associate 
Kindergarten Boards, asking for details of the work. 
Others are from friends and students of child study seek- 
ing to reconcile theories with facts gleaned from experi- 
ence. All show a deep interest in this foundation work. 

The report of the Training School invites special 
attention to it and its methods. The graduates and 
juniors have worked faithfully, and well deserve the 
hearty endorsement of the Board.. 

The bequest received in November from the executors 
of the estate of the late Charles* Pace, together with the 
Christmas donations and annual subscriptions, have 
-enabled the Association to persevere in its work. To 
these generous donors this report is especially sent. 
May the efforts of the year meet with their approval! 

Once more the Association invites you to visit the 
Kindergartens. You are always welcome. Come and 
see the children. Note what is being done for them. 
Come often and mark the improvement from time to 
time. Look into the little faces and read the sad his- 
tories written there. Study them and learn their story; 
let them make their own mute appeal.

GOLDEN GATE KINDERGARTEN ASSOCIATION. 1/ 

AIM OF THE WORK. 

The aim of the work was to gather in from among 
the abject poor, little children of both sexes from 
three to six years of age — to rescue them from the per- 
nicious influence of the streets; to teach them cleanli- 
ness, neatness, order, industry, truthfulness, generosity, 
kindness and affection, and to cultivate in them, as far 
as possible, the fundamental virtues and graces of true 
Christian character — thus laying the foundation for 
useful citizenship and a noble manhood and womanhood. 

It was found on opening the Jackson Street Kinder- 
garten that more children applied for admission than 
could be accommodated. It being desirable to have the 
children as young as possible, that they might have the 
advantage of two or three years' training before enter- 
ing the public school, it was decided to admit none over 
five years of age. This resulted in the sad necessity of 
turning back into the streets many unfortunate chil- 
dren. An appeal was made to the proprietor of the 
building to secure for a few months, rent free, a large 
lower room which was vacant. This was generously 
granted. Professor Swett kindly furnished teachers, and 
a requisition was made on the School Department for 
some old primary benches and other appliances, suffi- 
cient to make a fair beginning. Children of five years 
of age were grouped in this room and were looked after 
by the pupils of the normal class, who alternated in 
teaching. Miss Swett, daughter of Professor Swett, 
finally took the class in charge and showed remarkable 
skill in the general training of these intractable little 
children, who were familiarly known as the '* hoodlums 
of the Barbary Coast." For over four months this 
class was carried on free of expense to the Associa- 
tion. Meantime an earnest effort was made to graft

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the Kindergarten system on to that of the F 
School. For the purpose of laying the matter I 
the proper authorities, a special meeting was he 
the Board of Supervisors' Chambers, in the New 
Hall, on the evening of February 27th, 1880. 

Stirring addresses were made by Rev. Dr. Stel 
Judge Heydenfelt, Mrs. Sarah B. Cooper, Miss 
D. Smith, Professor John Swett, John W. Taylo 
McF. Davis and others, all of whom testified V 
merits of the Kindergarten over all other systei 
juvenile training, and strongly urged its adoptic 
the Board. The meeting resulted in the appoint 
of a committee to investigate the matter, and on 
24th the committee reported in favor of adoptin 
older class of the Jackson Street Kindergarten i 
experimental Kindergarten. This class was discc 
ued in 1886 for lack of pupils in the immediate n 
borhood. 

UNION STREET FREE KINDERGARTENS. 

Organized June 20, 1S81. 

The funds, by which the Union Street Kinderga 
were started, came so unexpectedly and in so stra 
manner, that it seemed a good Providence in beh;

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San Francisco, October 10, 1880. 
Mrs. Sarah B. Cooper, 

Director and Superintendent Jackson Street Kindergarten. 
Dear Madam: 

The gentlemen who were requested to act as a committee to award prizes 
to the best dressed ladies at the recent carnival ball have ascertained that 
the lady to whom was assigned the first prize is a professional, and, in 
accordance with the rules governing them, cannot receive the handsome 
pair of diamond bracelets designated as such prize. As it is still gener- 
ously placed at our disposal by Colonel Andrews, we have resolved, in 
order to avoid any unpleasant complications, to deliver it into your hands, 
to be disposed of for the benefit of the little ones entrusted to your 
guardian care and that of the ladies who are enlisted with you in your 
noble work. It is a sincere pleasure for us to be the means, by this sin- 
gular chain of circumstances, of aiding your worthy charity, and in behalf 
of the committee, I tender to you our sincere wish that the Kindergarten 
will, in this way, realize a handsome sum for its benefit. I have the honor 
to be, madam.

From a musical and literary entertainment, given in 
connection with the disposal of these bracelets, $800 
were realized, and the foundation was laid of the Union 
Street Kindergartens. These, as at Jackson street, con- 
sisted of two classes— one being the Charity Class, No. 
3, later Experimental Class; the other Charity Class, 
No. 4, later Emily Faithful!. 

The children at that time were crowded into one large 
room; subsequently the entire two-storied building was 
occupied by the Association for kindergarten purposes. 



CHARITY CLASS, SUBSEQUENTLY EXPERIMENTAL CLASS. 

Glass 3. Orgauized June 20, 1881. 

This class opened June 20, 1881, at 512 Union street, 
and consisted of 80 children under the supervision of 
Miss Anna M. Stovall. At the opening of the school year 
it was divided into two classes. The five-year-old children 
formed an Experimental Class, which was adopted and 
named by the School Board. When the School Board 
withdrew its support, on account of introducing some 
phases of kindergarten work into lower primary classes, 
this class was provided for by the Kahler legacy, and 
was known as Kahler Memorial Kindergarten. Later, 
when in turn the Kahler bequest was exhausted, it was 
adopted by Helping Hand Society, and later still, by 
Mrs. Phoebe A. Hearst. 
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CHARITY CLASS. SUBSEQUENTLY EMILY PAITHPULL 
FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Class 4. Organized Jane 20, 1881. 

This Kindergarten had many and varied fortunes. 
It was formed from the overflow of Class 3. The name 
was changed on the occasion of a visit to the Coast of 
the noted philanthropist, Miss Emily FaithfuU, who 
generously donated part of the proceeds of a course of 
lectures, delivered in this city, toward its support. 

When the Hearst and Helping Hand Kindergartens 
increased in number this class was reorganized, October 
6, 1890, and was moved to Twenty-ninth and Mission 
streets. In 1897, owing to financial embarrassment, it 
was discontinued. 

MISSION FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Class 5. Organized 1882. 

This Kindergarten was first located on the corner of 
Bartlettand Twenty-second streets. Through the kind- 
ness and liberality of Mrs. Leland Stanford, the Jackson 
Street Kindergarten Association was enabled to take it in 
charge, at the opening of the fourth fiscal year, October 
6, 1882. Later this class was discontinued on the opening 
of the Leland Stanford Memorial Free Kindergartens. 

HEARST FREE KINDERGARTEN. No. i. 

Class 6. Organized October 6, 1883. 

Hearst Kindergarten, No. 1, was opened at 512 Union 
Street, during the year 1883, and is supported by Mrs. 
Phoebe A. Hearst, whose wise and tender charities and 
whose manifold deeds of love and kindness have made 
her name a household word not only in San Francisco 
but also in far distant lands. It was formed of the 
forty and more little children who were crowded out 
of Classes 3 and 4. 

This, in brief, is the work that was accomplished by 
the Jackson Street Kindergarten Association during the 
four years ending October 6, 1883. 
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Historical Resum6 of the Work of the Golden Gate Kin- 
dergarten Association. 



SUCCESSOR TO THE JACKSON STREET PRBB 
KINDERGARTEN ASSOCIATION. 

Organize 1 Octol)er 6, 1879. Incorporated October 6, 1884. 

A meeting of the Jackson Street Free Kindergarten 
Association was held October 2, 1884, to consider the 
subject of reclaming and incorporating the Association. 
This issue was summarily forced upon the Associatiou 
by a legacy of twenty thousand dollars. In drawing up 
the will it was found that only incorporated societies 
could receive such bequests. It was at once resolved to 
take steps looking to incorporation, and the result of 
the movement was the incorporation of the Jackson 
Free Kindergarten Association, under the name of the 
Golden Gate Kindergarten Association. 

LELAND STANFORD JR. MEMORIAL FREE KINDERGARTEN 

No8. I and 2. 

Classes 7 aud S. Organized June 7 and June 14, 1884. 

The great work of 1884 was the establishment of the 
Stanford Memorial Kindergartens at 1912 Mason Street. 
On the anniversary birthday of her beloved son, Mrs. 
Stanford sent to Mrs. Cooper the sum of $4,000, to be 
used for the Kindergarten work under her charge. It 
was decided to use this sacred offering in the estab- 
lishment of Memorial Kindergartens. These Kinder- 
gartens were opened to the little ones on July 7, 1884, 
but the formal opening took place on the 28th of the 
same month. 
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PRODUCE EXCHANGE FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Class 9. Organized October 4, 1884. 

The Evening Bulletin of July 17, 1884, contained the 
following: 

San Francisco Produce Exchange, 

425 California Street. 
Mrs. Sarah B. Cooper — Dear Madam: I have great pleasure in enclos- 
ing you a check for $125, collected at the polls, for the Jackson Street Kin- 
dergarten, at the annual election of the San Francisco Produce Exchange, 
held this day. 

This is an improvement over our effort last year, and shows an 
increased interest taken by our members in the noble charity over which 
you preside.

WHAT WAS DONE WITH THE NOBLE GIFT OF THE PRODUCE 

EXCHANGE. 

The following article from the Daily Alia of August 
9, 1884, shows what good was accomplished by the gen- 
erous gift of the Produce Exchange: 
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Bbabino Fruit — Oroanization op the Pbooucf. Exchange Kindkr- 
OARTKN.— It seems that the Produce Exchange is sampling a new sort of 
grain just now. New, most assuredly, so far as commercial marts are 
concerned, but as old as time in actual fact. They have been investing t 
generous sum in *'the little grains of humanity/' to be expended in the 
proper nurture and cultivation of these little human plants. No raking 
or harrowing about this new process of nature, it is said. There must be 
some *' cradling," one would suppose, to judge from the regiment of little 
midgets that "evoluted " around the play-ring in their games and motion- 
songs. All this was going on at the Jackson Street Kindergarten Associa- 
tion yesterday, No. 116 Jackson street, where the new class above named 
has just been organized. It will be remembered that a handsome donation 
was recently sent through Mrs. Ck>oper to this Association by the Produce 
Exchange, and this new class is the outcome. It is composed of some 
twenty-five little folks, no one of whom is more than four years of age. 

The Produce Exchange Kindergarten was first located 
at 116 Jackson street, in the center of the Barbary 
Coast. When that neighborhood ceased to be a thickly 
settled tenement district, the kindergarten, following 
the families, opened at 1233 Pacific street. 

In 1899, the class was temporarily located at 221 
Ninth street until the completion of its present home. 
It is now located in a large sunny room at the junction 
of Eighteenth and Hartford streets, and extends a 
hearty welcome to all friends of the little folks. 

LELAND STANFORD JR. MEMORIAL FREE KINDERGARTEN, 

No8. 3 and 4. 

Class 10. Organized December 15, 1884. 
Class 11. Organized January 26, 1885. 

The formal opening of these Kindergartens took 
place May 14, 1885. The building occupied by the 
Kindergartens is 125 feet in depth and forty feet in 
width. A yard of the same size with southern and 
eastern exposure furnishes a delightful playground. 
The Golden Gate Kindergarten Association in the exer- 
cises of the morning sought to express its appreciation 
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of the generous aid extended to its work and the esteem 
and honor in which is held the founder of these Kin- 
dergartens. It was most fitting thus to celebrate the 
birthday of the son, in whose memory the Kindergar- 
tens were established. 



LELAND STANFORD JR. FREE KINDERGARTEN, No. 5. 

Class 12. Organized July 13, 1885. 

This Kindergarten was opened July 13, 1885, and is 
located at 3303 Mission street. 

The five classes of the Leland Stanford Jr. Memorial 
Kindergartens were organized during the years of 1884 
and 1885 and were made possible by the great love and 
liberality of Mrs. Leland Stanford, who donated $5,000 
annually for their support. This is the first instance of 
free kindergartens being established and endowed as a 
living memorial of a beloved son. 

In June, 1891, Mrs. Leland Stanford set aside $100,000 
as an Endowment Fund. The President of the Golden 
Gate Kindergarten Association duly received the follow- 
ing highly prized letter from the Secretary of the Board 
of Trustees of the afore-mentioned fund : 



San Francisco, June 26, 1891. 

Mrs. Sarah B. Cooper— My Dear Madam : I take pleasure in officially 
informing you that Mrs. Leland Stanford has endowed the Leland Stan- 
ford Junior Kindergarten Schools of San Francisco (five in number) with 
one hundred thousand dollars, in Northern Bailway Co. five per cent, 
bonds, placed in trust, known as the Leland Stanford Junior Kindergarten 
Trust, and has appointed the following five trustees, to wit: Nicholas T. 
Smith, Charles Q. Lathrop, Charles Holbrook, John W. Allyne, Josiah VV. 
Stanford. 

The income from the above investment will be devoted for the support 
of the Leland Stanford Junior Kindergarten Schools exclusively, so long 
as said schools shall continue to exist for the poor and needy children of 
San Francisco. 
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At a meeting of the TrnsteeH, held Jaue 25. 1891, N. T. BmitI 
elected Chairman of the Board and (\ it. Lathrop was elected Bed 
and Treasurer. 

I oongratnlate yon and the children on this princely endowment, i 
secures for all time the success of the above schools. 

Who can estimate the goo<l that will come out of it, or measnr^ 
happiness the bounty of Mrs. Stanford will bring these little ohilc 
Their little voices, with the inspiration of love and truth, speaking 
grateful hearts, will say: *'Qod bless her and her noble boj! '* and 
Him who said, ** Suffer little children to come unto Me," will come 
the words, " Well done, thou good and faithful servant.*' 

The first payment of interest on these bonds will be due October 1, 
from which time the income will be used for support of the schools 
tioued:

FLORA SHARON FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Class 13. Organized January 1, 1S86. 

Among the generous bequests of the late Wm. Sha 
was $3,000 to the Golden Gate Kindergarten Associati 
At the earliest date of the kindergarten work in 1 
city Miss Flora Sharon, now Lady Hesketh, manifes 
a deep interest in its advancement, and was among 
first life-members. The Association, on receiving I 
bequest, at once resolved to establish a ** Flora Sha 
Kindergarten.'* Just at this juncture Mrs. Johns 
who had organized a kindergarten in a locality wl 
such work was greatly needed — 334 Beale street — 
who saw no possible way of carrying on the work un 
immediate help was secured, petitioned the Associal 
to adopt the little flock. This was done, and the w 
of repair and renovation was immediately begun, v 
the purpose of making the Flora Sharon Kindergai 
as perfect as possible in all its appointments. Li 
this kindergarten was discontinued for lack of supp 
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KAHLBR FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Successor to Glass 3. Organized March 15, 1887. 

Among the generous and open-handed old-time friends 
of the Golden Gate Free Kindergarten Association was 
Captain Kahler, whose sad and tragic death occurred at 
Bougainville, a small island of the Solomon Group, where 
early in 1886 Captain Kahler had established a trading 
post. In April or May it became known that he and his 
crew had been murdered by the natives, his schooner 
burned, and his trading post destroyed. Captain Kahler 
was a member of the United Order of Workmen, and 
had insured his life in their mutual insurance society 
for $2,000. One-fourth of this sum ($500) he devised to 
the President of the Golden Gate Kindergarten Associa- 
tion, to be used for the Kindergartens under this Board. 
The insurance was promptly paid by the oflBcers of the 
Society and a Kahler Kindergarten Class was opened, 
March 15th, 1887, at 512 Union street. In 1888 this 
class was adopted by the Helping Hand Society, and 
later by Mrs. Phoebe Hearst. 

HELPING HAND FREE KINDERGARTEN, No- i. 

Class 14. Organized September 6, 1887. 

In 1886 the Superintendent of this Association made 
an appeal in Bible Class for clothing. Mrs. D. W. Fol- 
ger at once grouped about her a number of young ladies 
of the First Congregational Church, who began making 
articles of clothing for the needy children connected 
with the Kindergartens of the Golden Gate Kindergarten 
Association. As the days of happy service flew by 
money began to come in from unexpected sources, 
and, in 1887, the ladies found themselves with money 
and subscriptions sufficient to establish a Kindergarten 
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Class under the auspices of the Golden Gate Association. 
This Kindergarten was later adopted by Mrs. P. A. 
Hearst. 

J. SHELDON LUX-POTTER FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Class 15. Organized Jannary 1, 1888. 

On the 1st of January, 1888, the J. Sheldon Lux-Pot- 
ter Free Kindergarten was added to the Golden Gate 
Association, through the liberality of the late Mrs. 
Charles Lux. 



J. SHELDON LUX-POTTER FREE KINDERGARTEN, No. a. 

Class 16. Organized Jnly 13, 1891. 

During the year 1891 Mrs. Charles Lux doubled her 
gifts to the Kindergarten, and the J. Sheldon Lux-Potter 
Kindergarten, No. 2, was organized by the Association. 
The building in which was located the J. Sheldon Lux- 
Potter Free Kindergarten, No. 1, was enlarged and 
greatly improved in appearance, so that it became one 
of the most beautiful and attractive of the kindergar- 
tens. It is situated in a very important field, where 
there are multitudes of children who need the kind 
offices of the kindergarten for early training and devel- 
opment. The Free Kindergarten had no more loyal 
and steadfast friend than Mrs. Lux. She loved all lit- 
tle children, and liberally endowed the kindergarten 
she had so long sustained. From the earliest dawn of 
the work she was one of its staunchest supporters, 
realizing its influence on the future of this common- 
wealth. By her death the Association lost a valued 
and cherished friend. 
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HBLPINQ HAND FREE KINDERGARTEN. No. 2. 

Class 3. Organized August 6, 1888. 

In the year 1888 we find recorded the adoption of the 
Kahler Kindergarten, by the Helping Hand Society, 
and the changing of the name to the Helping Hand 
Free Kindergarten, No. 2. The Kahler fund having 
been exhausted, it seemed as if a good Providence had 
raised up these workers to meet the exigency. 

WILLARD FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Class 17. Adopted October 1, 1888. 

This Kindergarten was established by that devoted 
philanthropist. Miss Frances E. Willard, on the occasion 
of her visit to this Coast, about eight years ago. At 
that time she generously gave part of the proceeds of 
her lectures to this Kindergarten, and left it under the 
auspices of the workers of the W. C. T. U., who labored 
to sustain it, with varying success. In course of time 
the care of the Kindergarten was relegated to Miss E. M. 
Domett as Superintendent. Other helpers being needed 
to carry so heavy a load, at the critical moment, a benefi- 
cent helper was found in the person of Mrs. Charles 
Crocker, who was willing to supply the needed funds *to 
insure its permanency, provided it would be adopted 
by the Golden Gate Kindergarten Association. This 
provision being complied with, it passed under control 
of the Association. In 1899, for lack of support, the 
Willard Free Kindergarten was discontinued. 

LESTER NORRIS MEMORIAL FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Class 18. Organized December 12, 1888. 

The formal opening of the Lester Norris Memorial 
Free Kindergarten took place at 1231 Pacific street, on 
December 12, 1888. Like the fair and cherished boy 
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whose name it bears, it is beautiful, refined and delicate 
in all its appointments. It has been endowed by a fond 
and devoted mother, in memory of one who delighted 
in loving, tender ministries, while here on earth; one 
who possessed a sensitive, generous heart, quickly 
responsive to the Saviour's command: "Little children, 
love one another !" 

POPE FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

ClaRH 19. Organized Jan nary 1, 1888. 

One of the most successful of the Kindergartens is 
the Pope Free Kindergarten. It formerly occupied the 
field in Tar Flat, but was driven from that locality by 
the demands of the manufacturing interests. The field 
which it now occupies is not less important, reaching 
as it does a class of children who deeply need the kind 
care and instruction which the Kindergarten affords. 
This Kindergarten was organized in 1886 and re-organ- 
ized in 1888, since which time it has been most gener- 
ously supported by Mrs. A. J. Pope. 

THE PACIFIC STREET FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Class 20. Organized July 22, 1889. 

In 1889, two years after the removal of the Produce 
Exchange Kindergarten to 1233 Pacific Street, a class 
was formed, in the same building, of the younger chil- 
dren of that neighborhood. This class was given the 
name of Pacific Street Free Kindergarten, and was dis- 
continued in 1899. 

HUNTINGTON FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Class 21. Organized July 22, 1889. 

Mrs. C. P. Huntington on May Day, 1889, sent a gen- 
erous gift to the Golden Gate Kindergarten Association 
with this note: 
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Palace Hotel, May 1, 1889. 
Mt Dear Mrs. Cooper: 

Since our pleasant interview I am couyinced that the Kindergarten 
work in which you are so greatly interested is a most worthy charity. 

I enclose, with pleasure, one thousand dollars (;|1,000) which you can 
use as seems best to you.

So generous a gift coming when the Treasury was 
barely equal to the pressing drafts upon it, and when 
little children were knocking at our doors, begat fresh 
courage and enthusiasm. 

The Huntington Free Kindergarten was opened July 
22, 1889, at 1233 Pacific street. For lack of support, it 
was discontinued in June, 1899. 

HEARST PRBB KINDERGARTEN, No. 2. 

Class 22. Organized August 5, 1889. 

During 1889 there was another overflow of children 
at 512 Union street, and about twenty-five or more 
little-ones had to be denied admission for want of room. 
This fact coming to the knowledge of Mrs. Hearst, who 
was in Washington, D. C, she immediately, out of the 
fullness of a quick and generous sympathy, penned the 
following letter: 

Washington, D. C. May 26, 1889. 
My Dear Mrs. Cooper: 

I am very anxious to take in the twenty-five little applicants. I will 
gladly supply the funds, if you can arrange for the room. No doubt the 
number will be increased twenty-five more before the end of the year. 
I shall be glad and thankful if I can help them. I do not know the cost 
of the sittings^ or the preparation of a suitable room, but if you will let 
me know, I will send the amount. * * » j agree with you that this is 
a blessed work, and the love of human hearts is a priceless boon to any 
one. There is nothing sweeter than the love of little children. 

In regard to the disposal of the large doll — in the Fall, when entertain^ 
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mentii are being giveu, uo doubt it can be disposed of to adTantage, aud 
the 8um appropriated to the little necessities of the sick and suffering 
among the children.

The doll above referred to was a magnificent creation 
dressed by the Princess of Lome, for a Charity Fete in 
Washington. It was purchased by Mrs. Hearst and sent 
to San Francisco, to be disposed of for the children of 
her Kindergartens, as above indicated. 

HAZEL MONTGOMERY FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Glass 23. Organized November 18, 1889. 

A generous gift of 1500 from Mr. Alexander Mont- 
gomery came at a most opportune time, just when the 
Association was feeling anxious in regard to a large 
overflow of children at the new Pope Kindergarten. 
One week after the receipt of the money the little folks 
were grouped in the Hazel Montgomery Kindergarten, 
at 211 Ninth street. For lack of support, this Kinder- 
garten was discontinued in June, 1899. 

TWO FRIENDS' FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Class 24. Adopted June 1, 1890. 

This Kindergarten was adopted by the Golden Gate 
Kindergarten Association in June, 1890. It was opened 
at 146 Shipley street on June 12, 1880, being the fourth 
Free Kindergarten opened in San Francisco, the Silver 
Street, the Jackson Street, and the Jackson Street Ex- 
perimental being the first three kindergartens organized 
in this city. It is to the indefatigable labors of Mrs. 
Charles R. Story and Miss McLean that this kindergar- 
ten owes its organization. It is now located at 1018 
Folsom street. 
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HEARST FREE KINDERGARTEN, No. 3. 

Class 25. Organized July 14, 1890. 

Early in 1890, as a New Year's gift, came this mes- 
sage : 

"I feel that I would like to support another Kindergarten. If you will 
kindly select a suitable locality and rooms I shall be very glad to have an- 
other group of little ones. I am most anxious to do this. I am satisfied 
that money expended in this way, for little children, accomplishes more 
good than in almost any other way. »» * « * « j ij^ye thought a 
great deal, during the last few weeks, about this matter, and am quite de- 
cided to have No. 3. I find great happiness in caring for these little 
children. » ♦ * * Let me know when you tiud the desired locality. 
I hope it may be very soon."

This was the inception of Hearst Kindergarten, No. 
3, which was duly opened at the beginning of the school 
year, and was at once filled with the overflow of the 
larger rooms in the Kindergarten building, 512 Union 
street. It was called the Hearst Free Kindergarten, 
No. 3. 

HELPING HAND FREE KINDERGARTEN No. 3 

Class 26. Organized July 14, 1890. 

At the same time the Helping Hand Society increased 
its subscription, thus enabling the Association to estab- 
lish a second class (Helping Hand, No. 3) in the rooms 
of the Helping Hand Free Kindergarten, No. 2. 

POTRERO FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Class 27. Adopted July 14, 1890. 

This Kindergarten was organized by the teacher, 
Miss Hare, and was adopted by the Association in July, 
1890. It is located at Tennessee and Solano streets, 
and is supported by gifts from the large manufacturing 
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interests of the Potrero. In 1899, Miss Hare assumed 
the entire responsibility of the Potrero Free Kinder- 
garten, independent of the protection of the Golden 
Gate Kindergarten Association. 



T. PULLER SHATTUCK, JR.. MEMORIAL FREE KINDER- 

GARTEN. 

CUhS 28. Organized October 20, 1S90. 

This Kindergarten was organized in memory of a 
beloved son of T. F. Shattuck, and its history is full of 
suggestive interest. On Sunday, October 20th, in the 
Bible Class of Mrs. Cooper, an appeal was made for 
shoes, much needed by the children in the Kindergar^ 
ten at Eighth and Brannan streets. There was a vener- 
able, silver-haired gentleman in the class, on that day, 
who heard the appeal.

INSURANCE FREE KINDERGARTEN. 
Class 32. Organized September 7, 1891. 

This Kindergarten was supported for many years by 
the collections of Mr. T. F. Shattuck, and was discon- 
tinued for lack of support in 1899. 

WM. N. STEUBEN MEMORIAL FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Class 33. Organized September 7, 1891. 

This Kindergarten was established by Mrs. Kate S. 
Hart in memory of a dearly beloved father, and was 
made an ideal home for the little ones. It was opened 
September 7, 1891, at 101 Nineteenth street, and passed 
from under the control of the Golden Gate Kindergarten 
in June, 1898.

Class 34. Organized October 5, 1891.

REAL ESTATE FREE KINDBRQARTBN.

In the year 1895, the Association received a most gen- 
erous legacy from the late J. C. Wilmerding, who in his 
lifetime was an enthusiastic supporter of the Kindergar- 
ten system, believing it to be the foundation of all 
technical training. At this time the Joseph Rosenberg 
Memorial Kindergarten was in need of assistance, the 
$1,000 received from the Rosenberg estate having been 
exhausted. By vote of the Board of Directors the name 
of this Kindergarten was changed to that of J. 0. Wil- 
inetding Memorial, and, with the Osgood and Grace 
Bradley Memorial Kindergartens, it is now located at 
2880 Sixteenth street. 
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The above article shows (as per following list) that 
forty-four separate classes have been organized by the 
Jackson and the Golden Gate Free Kindergarten Asso- 
ciation since the beginning of the work in October, 
1879. Of these classes 17 have been discontinued, 2 
withdrawn, 4 small classes reorganized as 2 large classes 
and 23 classes are in active operation. These changes 
were made necessary for reasons given in above article 
under the names of the various Kindergartens.

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WELCOME LEGACIES. 

In the retrospect of a work, memory always goes back 
with a peculiar tenderness and gratitude to those who, 
by their quick and ready sympathy and aid, assisted in 
laying foundations. In the heavy pressure that has 
been upon us during the past years, gifts like the follow- 
ing are as a burst of sunlight upon a troubled sea. 

The first bequest — paid to the Association in 1886 — 
was from the estate of the late Wm. Sharon, for the 
sum of 13,000, which money sustained the Flora 
Sharon Kindergarten for a few years. Later this kin- 
dergarten was discontinued for lack of support. 

The second bequest, paid to the Association in 1887, 
was for the sum of 1500. This amount was used to 
organize and support a class in the northern part of 
the city. This kindergarten was named Kahler Kin- 
dergarten, in memory of the testator. Captain Kahler. 

In 1890, the generous sum of 13,000 was received 
from the trustees of the R. C. Johnson estate. This 
gift was used to defray current expenses. * 

In 1892, a bequest was received of 11,000, from the 
estate of the late Joseph Rosenberg. This money was 
used in carrying on, for two years, the Joseph Rosen- 
berg Memorial Kindergarten. 

In 1895, the executors of the estate of Mrs. Mary Tal- 
bot Dutton paid over to the Association the sum of $500. 
This legacy, in accordance with the wish of the testator, 
was credited to the general fund of the Association and 
expended for current expenses. 

In the fall of 1895, the Association receipted to the 
executors of the estate of the late J. C. Wilmerding for 
the sum of $9,500. This legacy enabled the Associa- 
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tion to reorganize the Joseph Rosenberg Memorial and 
continue this kindergarten under the name of Wilmer« 
ding Memorial. 

In December, 1898, the Normal Training School of 
the Association received the sum of $2,500 from the 
estate of the late Harriet Cooper. This legacy, in 
accordance with the wish expressed by the donor,. was 
set aside as a fund for lectures and instruction in spe- 
cial courses for the students of the Training School. 

In February, 1899, the executors of the estate of the 
late Charles Mayne paid to the Association the sum of 
$7,379.20. 

This year the Treasurer's report records a bequest 
of $301.35 received in November from the trustees of 
the Charles Pace estate. 

These legacies enabled the Association to meet cur- 
rent expenses, during the long strain of the past five 
years; to make needed repairs to kindergarten build- 
ings; to keep open kindergartens which otherwise 
must have closed; to publish the Annual Report, and 
in general to increase the efficiency of its work. 

These large and unexpected gifts merit more eloquent 
thanks than words can express. Without this material 
help the work must have languished and the little chil- 
dren been deprived of the advantages and safeguards 
oflFered in their earliest years by the kindergartens. 

It is a joy to know that appreciation of this great and 
good work is steadily growing in the hearts of intelli- 
gent and thoughtful people, and the Golden Gate Kin- 
dergarten Association returns earnest thanks for con- 
stant co-operation and liberality. 
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MOTHERS' MEETINGS. 

During the past year, the largely increased attend- 
ance at the Mothers' Meetings has been a source of 
great encouragement and pleasure. 

The local clubs — formed under the supervision of the 
teacher — and actively carried on by the parents — have 
accomplished the aim of strengthening the tie between 
mothers, teachers and children. 

In the neighborhood of the Produce Exchange Kin- 
dergarten, the parents responded most enthusiastically 
to the call of the kindergartner. One pleasant feature 
of the year's work in this Kindergarten has been the 
furnishing of rag babies to each little child. These rag 
babies were made by the mothers and presented to the 
children. This miniature baby class daily enforces the 
lesson of family responsibility and mother-love. 

The Mothers' Progressive Club of Stanford No. 5 has 
enlarged its sphere of work, and in addition to the regu- 
lar work of the Club, has formed an auxiliary to instruct 
in sewing the older children of the neighborhood. 

The Mothers' Club of the Two Friends' Kindergarten 
is in a most flourishing condition, and thanks to the 
generosity and thoughtfulness of the visiting committee, 
delicious refreshments are often served at the meet- 
ings. Sewing is the occupation of the Club. 

The meetings held at 221 Ninth Street — Kindergar- 
tens Pope, Emily P. Walker, Real Estate and Attor- 
neys' — have been mainly characterized by lectures given 
on hygienic subjects, by physicians who have freely 
contributed their services to the needy families of the 
neighborhood. These lectures have been supplemented 
by discussions between mothers and teachers. 
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The Kindergartens at West Mission and Sixteenth 
streets, viz.; Osgood and Grace Bradley, Wilmerding, 
Lux-Potter, T. Fuller-Shattuck and Merchants' Free 
Kindergarten — during the past year have continued 
to hold united meetings. The mothers have been most 
enthusiastic, and membership in the Club has been 
retained after their children have graduated from the 
kindergarten and entered the public schools. The 
history of the year has included many happy surprise 
parties, where music and games have enlivened the 
hours. Lectures have been given on the subjects 
of dentistry, vaccination and kindred topics likely to 
prove of benefit to the mothers. 

At Stanford Kindergartens, Nos. 1 and 2, the moth- 
ers have been instructed in the games and exercises of 
the Kindergartens. 

Stanford Kindergartens, Nos. 3 and 4, in a small way, 
have started a circulating library with the intention of 
establishing a permanent one if the experiment proves 
a success. The books furnished the families are mainly 
on the subjects connected with child-study. 

The Lester Norris Mothers' Meetings are marked by 
a social aspect. The mothers welcome this change in 
the routine of their daily life, greatly enjoying the 
pleasant chats with teacher and neighbors, the 
refreshing cup of tea, and the delicious home-made 
cake furnished by a thoughtful member of the Asso- 
ciation. 

At the Hearst Kindergartens, no apparent advance 
has been made in awakening the interest of the mothers. 
The attendance is better, but the absence of a common 
language still remains a barrier to progress. The exer- 
cises of the hour are necessarily limited to entertain- 
ments that appeal to eye and ear.

This department originated in the request of the 
Directors to have the Training School, in which the 
assistants studied, an organic part of the Association. 

Its purpose is to provide a thorough course of kin- 
dergarten training free to young women, and at the 
same time to secure at the minimum of expense, a corps 
of earnest assistants for the kindergartens under the 
Association. 

It is .now in its tenth year, and has graduated 151 
kindergartners. Most encouraging reports are heard 
concerning the work of the graduates employed in pub- 
lic and charity kindergartens. 

Course of Training. — In conformity with the plan 
recommended by the International Kindergarten Union, 
the Training School, with the other Kindergarten Train- 
ing Schools of San Francisco and vicinity, adopted, in 
1897, the two years' course for the diploma. 

The course includes the study of Froebel's theory, 
the songs, games, gifts, occupations and stories of the 
kindergarten; history of education; psychology of child- 
hood; lessons by special teachers in physical culture, 
singing, drawing and elementary science; preparation 
of the books of kindergarten occupations and daily 
practice and observation in the Kindergarten. Special 
lectures on hygiene, moral culture and general training 
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of children, by professors of University of California 
and Stanford University and others are given through- 
out the course.

A well selected library of over 250 volumes, to which 
the latest pedagogical works are being constantly added, 
belongs to the Training School and students are required 
to use it for collateral reading. 

Requirements for Admission. — Candidates for ad- 
mission should be at least 18 years of age, should have 
good firm health, a high school education or general 
scholarship equal to it, some musical ability, a deep and 
sincere love for children and refinement of character. 

Those holding a teacher's certificate and presenting 
testimonials of successful experience, or those over 20 
years of age having had some special pedagogical train- 
ing for the work, may enter to complete the course in 
one year. Their continuance, however, depends upon 
the maintenance of a satisfactory standing. 

All applicants must present credential letters testify- 
ing to their intellectual and moral fitness for the work. 

General Information. — No entrance examination is 
required, but all students are admitted on probation. 
A personal interview with the applicant is desired, but 
if this is not possible, application for admission should 
be made by letter to the principal. 
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It is expected that all students will be present at the 
beginning of the term. If a student can not arrange 
to enter until after the class has gone over a portion of 
the year's work, she must begin at the point where she 
finds it, and to complete the course with the class, she 
must, before the end of the year, make up all work she 
has lost. 

A lack of musical ability does not debar the applicant 
from taking the course, but since music is a part of the 
daily exercises with the children, a graduate who does 
not possess a true, sweet voice for singing, or who can- 
not read simple music readily and execute it with ex- 
pression, must join forces in teaching with some person 
who is musical. 

All students are required to assist regularly during 
their entire term of study in kindergartens under the 
Association, and to attend class sessions three afternoons, 
of each school week. 

As far as possible, the principal will consider the loca- 
tion of the home of the student when assigning the 
assistantships. 

Students will be expected to furnish their own kinder- 
garten materials and books. The entire expense does 
not exceed thirteen dollars, as everything is furnished 
at the lowest possible rates, which are reduced from the 
ordinary retail prices by special arrangement in behalf 
of the training school. 

Letters are frequently received making inquiries in 
reference to the possibility of securing places where 
personal service would pay for personal expenses. This 
is impracticable, unless the young woman has very 
robust health, and is capable of dispatching work both 
rapidly and satisfactorily, as the practice work in the 
kindergarten and the attendance upon class sessions. 
leave little time for such service. 
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Boarding places can be obtained by those from a dis- 
tance for a reasonable price. The lowest, for respectable 
surroundings and wholesome fare, is four to five dollars 
per week.

Students are required to attend the lectures ^iven before the Golden 
Gate Froebel Associatiou, and to attend special lectures delivered on after- 
noons other than those of their regular class sessions. 

During the Junior year students are assigned to two kindergartens, 
the change being made at the holiday vacation; in the senior year the 
•assignments are made quarterly. 

HABBIET GOOPEB NOBMAL TRAINING SCHOOL FUVD. 

Legacy Received December 7, 1898. 

By the terms of the will of the late Harriet Cooper, who, daring her 
lifetime, was Deputy Superintendent of the Association, a legacy of 92,500 
was bequeathed to the Free Normal Training School of the Association, 
•and Anna M. Stovall, the principal, was named as trustee. 

From the organization of the Normal School until her demise, Miss 
Cooper took a special interest in the school, and it was her ardent desire 
that it should furnish a complete and thorough course of training to its 
Btudents. 

The bequest is known as the Harriet Cooper Normal Training School 
^und, and is devoted to special courses and lectures.

to reign in the Kindergarten than the well educated and accomplished 
young woman of modern society— the yery class which, at present, do not 
seem to know what to do with themselyes. She goes on to proye that 
•once let the Kindergarten system become general, and proper employment 
would be found to the great benefit of eyery future generation. The 
•daim on women to train properly the new generation ought to be general. 
The Kindergarten must form the basis of oultiyating the art of infant 
training and of knowledge of the principles of education among women. 
And because education — physical, intellectual, and moral — cannot be 
made an object of study in books, the Kindergarten has proyided the plan 
-of connecting with Normal Institutions this highest, or finishing, educa- 
tion for young women. This can only be done thoroughly by the union 
of Kindergartens for practical demonstrations of the system, with normal 
training bearing upon the education of children. In yiew of these facts, 
•oould the Golden Gate Kindergarten Association be a greater eyangel of 
blessing than to be the proyider of a free kiudergarten training for such as 
«re ready to receiye it? And when we say, **for such as are ready to 
receiye it," we mean that there must be foundation qualities upon which 
to build; there must be essential character to start with, or the training

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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 

OF THE 

Golden Gate Kindergarten Association. 

ARTICLE I. 

NAME Ajn> pBJBOT. 

Sbotion. 1. This organization shall be called the ** Golden 
Gate Kindergarten Association." 

Seo. 2. The object shall be the establishment and mainte- 
nance of Free Kindergartens in San Francisco and environs; the 
sustaining of a Free Normal Training School for Kindergartners; 
and the further promotion of the work among needy, neglected 
children, as far as possible, in pursuance of the Articles of In- 
corporation of this Association. 

ARTICLE II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section. 1. Any person may become a member of this Asso- 
ciation by giving annually three dollars or more to its support. 
Children may become members of the Association by giving 
annually one dollar. Honorary Officers and Members shall be 
exempt from dues. 

Seo. 2. By the donation of twenty-five dollars, at any given 
time, any person may become a Life Member of the Association. 
By the donation of ten dollars, at any given time, any child 
under fifteen years of age may become a Life Member. Any 
person who has done special service in the Kindergarten cause, 
^^^Ji ^J ^ote of the Board of Directors, be constituted an Hon- 
orary Member of the Association. 

ARTICLE III. 

BOABD OF DIBEOTORS, BOABD OF MANAOEBS, AND OFFICERS. 

SsonoN. 1. The Board of Directors shall consist of eleven 
xuembers. Vacancies in the Board shall be filled by the Board 
from the members of the Association. Six members shall oon- 
eiiitute a quorum. 
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Sbo. 2. The Board of Managers shall consist of not leas 
than fifteen, and not more than thirty members. Vaoanoies in the 
Board shall be filled by the Board of Directors from the mem- 
bers of the Association. Seven members shall constitute a 
quorum. 

Seo. 3. The Officers of the Association shall consist of a Presi- 
dent, two Vice-Presidents, two Secretaries, and a Treasurer, all 
of whom Bhall be chosen annually by the Board of Directors. 
The Board of Directors may, in its discretion, elect an Honorary 
President, and two Honorary Vice-Presidents from the members 
of the Association. 

All elections shall be by ballot. 

ARTICLE IV. 

MBBTINGS. 

Sbotion 1. The annual meeting of the Board of Directors 
shall be held on the first Thursday in October. 

The regular meeting of the Board of Directors shall be held 
on the second Thursday of every month. 

The annual meeting of the Board of Managers shall be held 
on the first Thursday in October. 

The regular meeting of the Board of Managers shall be held 
on the second Thursday of every month. 

Special meetings of either Board may be called at the option 
of the President, or by request of six members of thd Board of 
Directors, or seven members of the Board of Managers. The 
Board of Direstors is expected to meet annually and monthly 
with the Board of Managers. 

Seo. 2. Roberts' Bales of Order shall be the authority of the 
Association when the instructions embodied in the Constitution 
and By-Laws are not deemed sufficient to decide questions of a 
parliamentary character. 
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ARUOLE V. 

DUTXI8 OF TBS BOABD OF DIBB0TOB8, BOABD OF MAMAOBBS, AMD OFFIOBBB. 

Seotion I. — Board of Directors. The duties of the Board of 
Oireotora shall oousist — 

First — In the general management of the work of the Associ- 
ation. 

Second — In the annual election of the officers of the Associa- 
tion, and of the members of the Board of Managers. 

Seo. 2. — Board of Managers. The duties of the Board of 
Managers shall be to assist the Board of Directors in the work 
of the Association, to attend all meetings, to interest the public 
in the objects of the Association, and to carry out the work of 
the various committees. 

Sbo. 3. — President, It shall be the duty of the President to 
preside at all meetings of the Board of Directors and of the 
Board of Managers; to appoint all Committees not otherwise 
provided for by these By-Laws; and to call special meetings, as 
heretofore detailed. The President shall be ex-officio a member 
of all standing committees. 

Sbo. 4. — Vice' Presidents. The Vice-Presidents, first and sec- 
ond in the order named, shall io the absence of the President 
perform the duties of the President. 

Seo. 5. — Secretaries. It shall be the duty of the Secretaries 
to keep minutes of the proceedings of all i^eetings of the Board 
of Directors and the Board of Managers; to have the custody 
of all papers and documents of every description belonging to 
the meeting, and to let none of them be taken from the table 
without the order of the meeting. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretaries to notify the Board of 
Directors and the Board of Managers of all regular and special 
meetings, at least three days before such meetings, and such 
notices may be given personally, or by depositing a written 
notice in the postoffice in said city and county, addressed to the 
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person at his or her last known place of residence, postage pre- 
paid, and such deposit of such notice shall be deemed to be 
service of notice. It shall also be the duty of the Secretaries to 
notify the chairman of each Committee of the duties of such 
Oommittee, and the names of all the members constitatiQg the 
Committee. 

Sbo. 6. — Treasurer. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to 
receive all the moneys belonging to the Association, and deposit 
the same at such place as may be designated by the Board of 
Directors; to keep an account of all receipts and expenditures, 
and to submit a monthly report of the same at the regular 
meeting of the Board of Directors and of the Board of llanagers, 
and an annual report at the annual meetings. 

ARTICLE VI. 

STANDING OOICMITTBES — ^DUTIBS OF TBI SAMB. 

Section 1. There shall be five Standing Committees, Tiz: 
Executive Committee, Auditing Committee, Visiting Committee, 
Reception Committee, and Educational Committee; all of which, 
with exception of the Educational Committee, shall report 
monthly to the Board of Managers. 

Sso. 2. — Executive Committee. The Executive Committee shall 
consist of the Board of Directors, Officers of the Aesociation, 
Auditing Committee, aud the Chairman of the Board of Ifanagers. 
Five members shall constitute a quorum. It shall be the 
duty of the Executive Committee to provide suitable quarters 
for the meetings of the Board of Directors and the Board of 
Managers, to appoint teachers for the various kindergartens 
connected with the Association, and to employ such means 
generally as to them may seem best to promote the interests of 
the Association, and to advance the purposes for which it waa 
organized and is maintained. The Committee shall report at 
the monthly meeting of the Board of Managers as to the con- 
dition and progress of the work with which it has been entrusted. 

Sbo. 3. — Auditing Committee. The Auditing Committee shall 
be appointed annually by the Board of Directors. It shall 
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oonsist of a Chairman ohosen from the Board of Directors and 
two members chosen from the Board of Managers. It shall ex- 
amine the accounts, reports, and vouchers oi the Treasurer, and 
report on the same when called upon by the Executive Commit- 
tee to do so, and shall examine and report on all claims and ac- 
counts against the Association previous to their being passed for 
payment. 

Sec. 4. — ViaiMng Committee, The Visiting Committee shall 
be appointed annually by the President. Each Kindergarten 
shall have its special committee. The Chairman of such com- 
mittee shall be appointed from the Board of Managers. It shall 
be the duty of the Visiting Committee to visit the Kindergartens 
at least once a month, making critical inspection of the same, 
and reporting on the progress and needs of the work. It 
shall also be the duty of the Visiting Committee to bring be- 
fore the Board of Managers, for their consideration and action, 
any necessary improvements or suggestions in regard to the 
Kindergartens. 

Seo. 5. — Reception Committee, The Reception Committee 
shall be appointed annually by the President. The Chairman 
of such committee shall be chosen from the Board of Managers. 
It shall be the duty of the Reception Committee to accompany 
and welcome to the various Kindergartens any who may wish ta 
visit the same. 

Seo. 6 — Educational Committee, The Educational Committee 
shall be appointed annually by the Board of Directors. It 
shall be the duty of the Educational Committee to assist the 
officers of the Association with counsel and advice in matters, 
pertaining to the educational part of the work. 

ARTICLE VII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

This Constitution and these By-Laws may be altered or 
amended by a two-thirds vote of the members present at any 
regular meeting of the Board of Directors, previous notice of 
such alteration or amendment having been given in writing at 
the last preceding regular meeting. 
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
